His dining 
table, the altar of ceremonious hospitality, gave two dozen 
people ample space to dine and gesticulate around its polished 
spread of mahogany. 
At expansive moments toward the end 
of the feast some small 
child elaborately dressed and curled 
would be placed on the table and invited to make her wav 
along with the decanters to the other end without upsetting 
the dishes of dessert. 
And there was space for the perform­ 


ance of the feat. 
These houses really held things. 
There were immense pictures, of 
rich dark oils, in the dining room, and tine unfettered expanses of w ater 
colors in the drawing room. 
There was not only that great table with 
many leaves dedicated 
to eating; but in all the sitting rooms there would 
be ever so many fine, spacious solid tables on which work could l>e done 


and things could be laid. 
The people who could now be living in big houses have packed them­ 
selves into small ones, and I believe they will discover one of these days 
that they have lost a good deal by the change. 
They have lost more than 
a certain number of feet of space; they have lost the effect upon the mind 
and character that a spacious life gives. 
We all know that people living 
on moors and prairies have as a rule a certain dignity that people who are 
much crowded lack. 
What the large farm or homestead does for the 
countryman as compared with the oft crowded villager, that the stately 
town house does for its inhabitants and especially for children and young 


people. 
It makes the human being feel small by comparison with his sur­ 
roundings, as the heavens and the ocean make him seem small. 
Rut if 
does not make him feel cheap and superfluous. 
1 lie petty diminutive 
abode says daily to its owner: “ Make haste; get out. 
Your room, little 
as it is, is wanted for others.” 


But all this community of house room proved at last too trying. 
Give me a place tc myself, however small, was the cry that went up 
from sons and daughters, sisters and brothers, and even from parents, 
wearied with the noise of the family breakfast table and the personalities 
and occasional quarrels of the domestic board. 


The cry has been answered by builders and hotel keepers. 
We have 
place to ourselves, and small they are. 
We have diminutive flats with 
reception rooms that just receive a tottering little table and nothing else. 
We dine at a table which accommodates a baby cruet almost under pro­ 
test. 
The narrow beds in our iittle bedrooms have sides but no middle. 
There are no more fine pictures, only a quantity of photographs perilously 
edged against a narrow slat of wood. 


And worst of all, there is not a decent table at which a person can 
sit with hooks and work at it. 
A drawing room may 
look prettier since the abolition from it of all sensible 
tables. 
But it is much less habitable. 
It is small 
wonder that people nowadays try continually to cur­ 
tail the time after dinner. 
It is because there is noth­ 
ing one can do in a drawing room. 
At best somebody 
plays the violin or sings; at worst the pianola is set 


going. 
The poet who wished for “ an hour of crowded 
life” should try living now. 
On the score of crowd­ 
edness, if not of life, he would he well content.

“We cau ght the derelict with a bo at- 
ho o k, and a co u p le o f Lascars dro p p ed 
Into her. 
They to ssed the dead man 
o v erbo ard—it was all that co u ld 
be 
do ne—sent the go rilla o n bo ard in a 
bo wline and to wed the 
bo at 
astern. 
The creatu re was 
so weak 
that 
he 
co u ld hardly mo v e, y et the ap p ealing 
lo o k in the bru te’s ey es was almo st 
hu man. 
Well, we fed him sp aringly 
o n bi cu it so aked in water and made 
him a bed u nder 
the 
break o f 
the 
fo ’ksle. 
It was asto nishing ho wr q u ick­ 
ly he rev iv ed; in two day s he 
was as 
stro ng as ev er, tho u gh p retty gau nt, 
and to o k to ro aming all o v er the ship . 
'Ihe way he climbed the rigging made 
the o ldest sailo r abo ard o p en his ey es. 
He was an immense hairy bru te, o v er 
six feet tall when he stretched 
him­ 
self, with arms that reached ’way be­ 
lo w' his hams, and o nly the Go d who 
made 
him 
kno ws 
what 
fiendish 
strength was in the creatu re’s 
thews 
and sinews. 
“At first the go rilla was p retty 
do ­ 
cile, bu t as his terrible strength came 
back he dev elo p ed an 
u g’y 
temp er, 
snarling and snap p ing at the men as

had we three men p o ssessed av erage 
strength there 
might 
hav e 
been

chance fo r u s to tackle the go rilla o u r­ 
selv es, bu t here again lu ck w as against 
u s. 
Two day s after sailing Kendall, 
the mate, slip p ed and fell, breaking 
his right arm, and tho u gh able to at­ 
tend to his du ties he wo u ld hav e been 
help less in a hand-to hand enco u nter. 
Grav es was a small, sickly chap , brav e 
eno u gh, bu t witho u t the p hy sical p o w­

Ou the eighth 
night I was at the wheel

mate went o n to the 
main 
deck

hau l do wn a 
slatting 
stay sail. 
He 
nev er came back! 
1 heard 
a 
faint 
scu ffle, then a su llen sp lash alo ngside 
and knew that the killer had sco red 
ano ther v ictim. 
1 y elled fo r the skip ­ 
p er. and he came ru nning o n deck, bu t 
his wife clu ng to him and begged him 
no t to go fo rward. 
That left u * o nly 
two , besides the baby and mo ther. We 
made them stay belo w, o f co u rse, bu t 


the baby grew fretfu l, Its cries seem ­ 
ing to madden the go rilla, fo r all the 
rest o f that night we co u ld hear him 
thrashing abo u t u p and do wn the rig« 
ging. 
Fo rtu nately the weather was 
calm and the wind light. 
Then came 
the wo rst tro u ble o f all—o u r sto ck o f 
water in the after scu ttle 
bu tt 
ran 
o u t; there was p lenty fo rward o n the 
main deck, bu t all nex t day the go rilla 
seemed to sense o u r p redicament, fo r 
he lay cro u ched o n to p o f the deck 
ho u se ready to sp ring o n who ev er at-j 
temp ted to reach the casks. 
“By nightfall Cap tain 
Grav es
